1 dead, 8 injured in downtown bus crash

A CTA bus crash at Michigan Avenue and 
Lake Street late Tuesday afternoon killed one 
woman and injured at least eight other people, 
one of them critically when the bus jumped a 
curb and careened up a sidewalk as commuters 
headed home from work, officials said. 

The No. 148 -Clarendon/Michigan Express 
bus was heading east on Lake Street when it 
was involved in a crash a little before 6 p.m., 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. The bus 
hit at least one pedestrian and four vehicles, 
officials said. 

Of those injured, two people were initially 
considered critically injured, one of them “ex- 
tremely” critically Chicago Fire Department 
spokesman Larry Langford said. A woman 
in her 50s died from injuries suffered in the 
crash, said an investigative official who was 
sent to Northwestern Memorial Hospital fol- 
lowing the death. 

When they arrived on the scene, fire of- 
ficials called an Emergency Medical Services 
Plan II, a mass-casualty response that sends at 
least 10 ambulances to the scene. The plan 
was declared over by about 6:30 p.m., but po- 
lice Major Accident Investigation investiga- 
tors remained on the scene into the evening. 

The accordion-style bus ended up on the 
sidewalk on the north side of Lake Street, 
east of Michigan Avenue, near a plaza at 
205 N. Michigan Ave. 

Margaret Aprison, 26, was headed home 
from work and walking near Lake Street and 
Stetson Avenue when she “heard all this noise 
and all this screaming.” 

“I did end up seeing someone fly up in the 
air as the bus hit them,” then she saw the bus 
drive over where it appeared the person land- 
ed, Aprison said. 

Charles Valiquette, 51, visiting from Day- 
ton, Ohio, was on Michigan Avenue just 
north of Lake Street when he heard the crash. 
He turned around to see a bus on the sidewalk 
with a woman pinned underneath. 


He said he ran over to try to help and said 
he stayed with her until paramedics arrived to 
remove her from under the bus. 

“They took her from under the bus and 
loaded her onto the gurney” he said. “Then 
they spread the sheet out on her.” 

Jack Baldwin said he was driving the first 
car that was hit in the crash. He heard a loud 
honk from the bus before it rear-ended his 
Nissan Sentra, and his car spun out. 

After gathering himself, he said, he got out 


of his car and saw that other cars had been part 
of the crash, and the bus was over a sidewalk. 

“I see the bus up on the hill, and there were 
a bunch of screams,” Baldwin said. “I walked 
over and I see that there’s a woman pinned 
under the bus. It’s not easy to see something 
like that.” 

Later Tuesday evening, just before 
7:50 p.m., an ambulance took another person 
to the emergency room at Northwestern Me- 
morial Hospital. 


Following closely behind was a man who 
was asked to go to the hospital for a relative 
injured in the crash. The man said that he has 
a cousin who drives a bus but law enforcement 
didn’t specify if that was the family member 
who was injured. 

Following the crash, traffic, includ- 
ing some CTA buses, was being rerouted 
around the crash scene.

What does an 
alcoholic look like? 


An upper-middle 
class, white, college- 
educated girl with a 
loving family back- 
ground becomes an 
alcoholic in her adult- 
hood. It surprises 
many 

Unfortunately the 
stigma attached to 
addicts hinders those 
who suffer from ad- 
diction to get help. 

I was guilty of 
this, too. I said, “That’s not me. I don’t have a 
problem. I don’t need help.” Until I realized it 
was me, I do have a problem, and I definitely 
needed help. With support and treatment, I 
was able to stop drinking and reclaim my life. 
This is my journey: 

I was a goody-goody and didn’t 
drink in high school, was top of 
my class in academics, was the 
school musical lead, president of 
choir and captain of debate, and 
I was even an active member of 
Students Against Destructive 
Decisions, which would later 
prove ironic. I was a good kid, 
but the disease lurked. No matter 
how prudish I was most of my 
life, alcohol would render me 
powerless and my life unmanageable. It’s not 
that I wasn’t a good person anymore, it’s that 
I was a sick person and needed help. How did 
this happen? To ME? 

Donuts were my gateway drug. Sounds silly 
but in retrospect I realized that I used food 
much the same way I used alcohol. I went to 
a weight-loss summer camp for much of my 
childhood— or as I call it, donut rehab. I was 
always on a diet with no long-term success. 

I decided to get gastric bypass. Afterward, I 
could no longer use food the same way A year 
after surgery I started to drink. 

This is common with bypass patients. 
When the initial addiction is never addressed, 
and there remains an unresolved addiction 
component in the brain, a new addiction 
develops, replacing the old one. Professionals 


call this “addiction transference.” 

I self-medicated with food and alcohol. 
What started as a temporary solution to anes- 
thetize myself from the discomfort of coping 
with life became the problem itself You can’t 
be arrested for overindulging on junk food, 
but alcohol proved more dangerous. 

I was an overweight non-drinker and after 
losing more than loo pounds, I morphed into 
a skinny social weekend drinker. As my drink- 
ing escalated, so did my weight gain. Within a 
year, I was arrested for two DUIs. The judge 
ordered a five-year sentence, serving one year 
in Northampton County Prison in Pennsylva- 
nia. I celebrated my 30th birthday in jail. But 
it was still not enough to keep me sober. 

I reclaimed my weight loss and got sober 
during my stay When released, my sobriety 
was short-lived. 

Authorities gave me a choice 
of penalty: rehab or jail. They 
couldn’t incarcerate the addiction 
out of me, so I picked the option 
I hadn’t tried yet. I drove myself 
drunk to the Livengrin Founda- 
tion for Addiction Recovery in 
Bensalem, Pa. with a six pack in 
my trunk, just in case it didn’t 
work out. Addiction is insanity 
I hit bottom when I decided to 
just stop digging. I surrendered 
my shovel Jan. 16, 2011 during my 
time at Livengrin. Through continued recov- 
ery I remain healthy and sober. I also have 
changed my relationship with food using the 
tools I learned in recovery from alcoholism. 

I now eat healthy exercise, nourish my body 
mind and soul— and have lost more than 
100 pounds. The lessons learned in recovery 
can benefit everyone, not just addicts. 

There are many pathways, but the journey 
starts with hope. Someone gave me that gift. 

I want to give hope to those suffering from 
addiction by sharing my story We are not that 
different. You are not alone. More than 
23 million Americans are in recovery from 
addiction. I am one.

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‘Perfect fif Hoiberg takes Bulls’ reins

Coincidence and weather systems combined 
Tuesday to bring bright blue skies and sunshine 
to Chicago. But on a sun-splashed afternoon, 
when the Bulls named Fred Hoiberg as the 
19th coach in franchise history the symbol- 
ism couldn’t be ignored: The Bulls are hoping 
the dark clouds that mostly defined a joyless, 
50 -win season have departed. 

Hoiberg, 42, was introduced at a news con- 
ference at the Advocate Center. He follows 
Tom Thibodeau, whose fallout with manage- 
ment and, later, ownership was only surpassed 
by his prodigious regular-season success. The 
Bulls are looking for less drama and more play- 
off victories under Hoiberg. 

“We feel strongly we’ve got a guy with a skill 
package of a winning coach, a natural leader 
and great communicator,” Bulls general man- 
ager Gar Forman said. “We’ve known Fred for 
a long time, thought very highly of Fred. We 
have great respect for who he is as a person and 
job he has done. 

“He was on top of our list as we began this 
process. ... He was the right guy to maximize 
our talent of this team.” 

Addressing a question about whether Hoi- 
berg is the kind of coach who can lead the Bulls 
to a championship, Forman said, “This is a per- 
fect fit for this team, not only this coming year 
but for many years to come.” 

Hoiberg called the Bulls job “an unbelievable 
opportunity” and thanked Forman, vice presi- 
dent of basketball operations John Paxson and 
Chairman Jerry Reinsdorf He also thanked 
Iowa State athletic director Jamie Pollard and 
his former Cyclones team. 

“It’s really reaUy been emotional to leave a 
comfortable situation like we had,” Hoiberg 
said of leaving Ames, Iowa, adding that he and 
his wife Carol wrestled with the decision as re- 
cently as two days ago. “My family understands 


this is my life dream.” 

Of the Bulls, Hoiberg said, “I love this ros- 
ter. I love the versatility of the players, the dif- 
ferent lineups we’re going to be able to play” 
He later added, ‘A lot of coaches don’t walk 
into a roster that has championship potential 
in a city that we know” 

Asked about the BuUs’ history with previous 
coaches and whether he had any reservations 
about working with the team’s basketball ex- 
ecutives, Hoiberg said he’s “very confident in 
my relationship with these guys. ... Tbu have to 
have synergy with the coaching staff and front 


office or it’s going to be tough to make it work.” 

Hoiberg, originally signed as a free agent by 
former BuUs general manager Jerry Krause, 
played four seasons in Chicago from 1999- 
2003. He also played at Iowa State in his home- 
town of Ames, when Forman was an assistant 
to Tim Floyd his senior season. 

Hoiberg understandably has kept a low pro- 
file since undergoing his second heart surgery 
in 10 years April 17, this time to replace an 
aortic valve. Doctors expressed confidence to 
Hoiberg that he wouldn’t need another proce- 
dure, a source said.

Simone’s served its first PBRandNightwood 
cooked up its first batch of crispy pig ears— 
the Garcia family settled in Pilsen. 

The patriarch Froylan Garcia immigrated 
to Chicago from San Luis Potosi, Mexico, 
in 1959. He worked a bunch of factory jobs, 
eventually settling in at General Motors. 
After saving some money, he bought up real 
estate along South Halsted Street and the 
surrounding blocks. One of those parcels 
became La Favorita #2 grocery on Alay and 
19th streets, a bodega where his wife Rosa 
cooked up some of Chicago’s best weekend- 
only barbacoa for almost 40 years before 
selling the business to her brother, who 
subsequently sold it a fewyears ago. Their 
sons — Evy Andy and Froylan Jr. — started

Andy and Evy took over one the proper- 
ties their father bought, liquor store F & R 
Liquors, located at 2129 S. Halsted St. in 
1990. They saw the burgeoning artist com- 
munity drinking craft beer by the mid- 
2000s and started offering a hefty artisanal 
selection, the kind you’d rarely see outside 
of Binny’s. That craft beer selection proved 
fruitful when Nightwood opened as a BYOB 
restaurant a block away in 2009. Inspired by 
Nightwood’s success and bolstered by their 
burgeoning beer business, Andy and Evy 
decided to launch an upscale taqueria of their 
own, Del Toro, in 2011. 

Del Toro is rarely mentioned by foodies 
with the same kind of fervor reserved for 
Big Star or Antique Taco, but the quality of

dido ($5) are just as good and cheaper. One 
thing neither Big Star or Antique Taco has, 
however, is a burger. 

Del Toro’s is not just any burger, but one 
made from freshly ground beef seasoned like 
a traditional Mexican skirt steak with garlic 
and oregano-heavy adobo mix and fresh 
jalapenos or habaneros (you can select which 
type of chili you want depending on your 
heat tolerance). That beef is patted thin into 
a couple of old school-diner-style patties and 
griddled until the center is caramelized and 
the edges are crispy A fistful of chihuahua 
cheese is stuffed in between the two patties 
and the masterpiece is mounted on a thick 
egg-glazed bun baked just a few blocks away 
in Chinatown. 

The burger tastes like an Edzo’s char

So vrhy docs a Mcfdcnn ^poCk albcic or 
upscale one, even serve a burger? “We really 
knew tacos and tequila, but our former busi- 
ness partner [May St. Cafe chef} Mario San- 
tiago used to serve a slider at his restaurant, 
and he said people loved them. So we put a 
twist on it, stuffing it with cheese and chilis, 
and it really took off,” Evy Garcia said.

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Fans celebrate the 
return of ‘Entourage’ 
by gathering their own

Eddie Torres, a Logan Square-based actor who 
sees himself as his group’s version of movie 
star Vincent Chase (Adrian Grenier), wants to 
go out after he gathers his boys to see “Entou- 
rage” when it opens Wednesday Diego Rivera, 
the group’s levelheaded, responsible Eric “E” 
Murphy (Kevin Connelly), disagrees. 

“That’s why I can relate more to Eric,” said 


the 29 -year-old Hermosa resident, whom Tor- 
res turned on to the show (which ended in 
2011) about 10 years ago. “Eric was the type 
that wasn’t all about going to the parties. He’d 
rather be home in his polo shirt, drinking a 
beer and whatnot.” 

What the guys agree on is using the big- 
screen adaptation of the HBO show, which 
reunites Vince, E, Drama (Kevin Dillon), 
Turtle (Jerry Eerrara) and foul-mouthed agent 
Ari Gold (Jeremy Piven), as an opportunity to 
collect some of their oldest friends and make 
a night of it. Eirst up will be dinner in the 
West Loop at Au Cheval, whose atmosphere 


evokes classed-up grittiness, not unlike the 
characters of the show. The main attrac- 
tion, of course, is seeing “Entourage” at the 
Showplace Icon Theatre in the South Loop, 
complete with reserved seats and a bar in the 
lobby Torres, 34, bought the tickets online 
three weeks in advance. 

Men considering which “Entourage” char- 
acter they most resemble, and the impulse to 
assemble around a show’s attempt to make 
it as a movie, recalls “Sex and the City” and 
the way women once commonly referred to 
themselves as a “Carrie” or a “Charlotte.”

In the best moments 
of its eight seasons on 
HBO, “Entourage” 
turned off its douche- 
nozzle and presented 
breaking into the 
movie business with 
your bros as the ul- 
timate in blue-collar 
cool— loyal friends 
gliding onto the red 
carpet and living 
vicariously through 
themselves, making 
envious viewers (in- 
cluding Michael Scott on “The Office”) feel 
like insiders by association. At its worst, the 
series became repetitive and phony, no more 
so than in establishing mediocre actor Vin- 
cent Chase (Adrian Grenier) as a supremely 
talented star in high demand by directors like 
Martin Scorsese. For those last few dreadful 
seasons, the theme song should have featured 
Perry Farrell adjusting the lyrics to wad, “Oh, 
nooooooo! Oh, nooooooo!” 

It’s fitting that the first line of dialogue in 
the series’ wildly masturbatory big-screen 
debut features Vince’s ever-struggling actor 
brother Drama (Kevin Dillon) declaring, “I 
may have to jerk it before we even get there” 
as he, E (Kevin Connolly) and Turtle (Jerry 
Ferrara) approach a boat party Vince has 
thrown somewhere in Ibiza. Apparently his 
marriage to Sophia (Alice Eve, not in the 
movie) ended after nine days, but Vince ex- 
presses no dismay about it. Partially because 
sleeping with Sports Illustrated swimsuit 
model Nina Agdal has a way of reversing 
frowns; and partially because in the current 
state of the mostly drama-free, lesson-free 
“Entourage” world, these guys generally are 
untouchable, depicted as the only authentic 
guys in L. A. as they also rarely let human 
chaUenges/decisions/feelings impact guar- 
anteed monster success. This should make 
a statement about the emotional cost of 
ambition, or the fact that the most successful 
people in Hollywood aren’t always the most 
talented, but it doesn’t.

seems there’s a contest to see who can drool 
over her most. 

For a plot, if you want to call it that, Ari’s 
(Jeremy Piven) mind-bogglingly stupid first 
move as studio head involves letting stub- 
born, oblivious Vince— who does virtually 
nothing in the movie —not only star in but 
direct a big-budget, intended franchise 
launcher. In the minute or two that we actu- 
ally see of “Hyde,” it looks like the world’s 
worst movie about a futuristic DJ, which 
would be the case even if (to my knowledge) 
it wasn’t the only time that’s been done for 
good reason. The chief financier’s son (Haley 
Joel Osment) feebly takes issue with aspects 
of the film, but writer-director-show creator 
Doug Ellin has no concerns regarding his 


main characters being taken seriously Hence 
the casting of Haley Joel Osment as the prime 
antagonist, not, say Jason Statham. 

In its astonishingly disconnected attempt at 
industry savvy Ellin’s script references Karen 
Carpenter, ‘Austin Powers,” Carrot Top and 
“My Big Fat Greek Wedding,” nothing if not 
major cultural touchstones of the moment. 
Characters use “amazing” so much that the 
word loses all meaning. EUin also stuffs in ri- 
diculous, vapid subplots about Turtle trying to 
date UFC champ Ronda Rousey Lloyd (Rex 
Lee) asking human grenade Ari to give him 
away at his wedding and E up to his elbows in 
sexual conquests while his ex Sloan (Emmanu- 
elle Chriqui) prepares to give birth to his child. 

Fortunately there are a handful of funny 


moments, most memorably when at the 
doctor’s office T.I. says someone needs to 
kick him in the nuts because he has too many 
kids. Sorry but I did laugh at that, and now 
sort of regret it. 

Somewhere along the way, “Entourage” 
went from feeling like a mildly revealing 
look at underdogs from Queens navigating 
tough producers and rough auditions to the 
experience of watching an entitled backup 
quarterback stare at himself and his massive 
contract in the mirror. And with the revolv- 
ing door of oft-topless hotties paired with 
the guys’ ability to get away with anything, 
“Entourage” and its unearned clout hit 
astronomical levels of self-congratulatory 
male fantasy, with about as much connection 
to reality as a unicorn playing concert piano 
just before being sworn in as president.
